; Report of the Minority of the Committee on Elections on the 

Claim to Membership of the Representatives from the New 

Counties. 

The undersigned one of the members of the Committee 
of Elections has not been able to concur in the decision of 
the mgjority,.to report favourably to the claim of the new 
. «centies, to reprgsenfation in the present legislature. It 
is at all times unpleasant to differ, on interesting and im- 
portant topics, from those with whom we have to co- 
operate. It is peculiarly unpleasant when the difference 
of opinion obstructs, as in this case, the attainment of an 
ardent and sincere wish, and may even be attributed to a 
spirit of opposition where no such spirit can exist. There 
are however, certain principles of political conduct, which 
the undersigned has adopted for his direction through life; 
which he can never dispense with, though they may, as in 
the present case, conflict with the harmony. of his feelings. 
Itis with us, a political axiom, that we livein a government 
of laws; that no functionary of thelaw whethe? legislative, 
judicial or executive; has a right to perform an act, whether 
for weal or'for woe, unless it be performed in conformity: 
with the law. The people have ordianed a written consti- 
tution for our rule of government; we are one of the chosen 
instruments for its enforcement, and if we disregard. the 
will of the constitution, we act:without the authority of 
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law; we become the usurpers of.power which has never 
been conferred; we tyranise over the constitution itself, 
which is the high, and the only majesty that we are willing 
to recognise on earth. Acting under the influence of these 
feelings, the undersigned approached the subject of refer- 
ence, with feelings, favorable to the claim of'the new 
counties, and with a resolution settled in the purpose of 
abiding the decision of a fair and candid interpretation of 
the constitution. The best interpretation that he has been 
able to place upon that instrument has led him to a decision 
against the.claim, and he begs leave to lay before the House 
the reasons which have conducted his mind to a decision 
against it, i; 

The new counties were organised in pursuance of anact 
of the present legislature, bearing date the 23rd of Decem- 
ber, 1833. In the same session, but at a period subsequent 
to the act organising the new counties, was passed the law 
of apportionment, fixing the ratio of representation in the 
two Houses of the Legislature *at the next biennial and all 
future sessions thereof." It is obviously inferable from the 
phraseology of the law, that the legislature did not intend 
to entitle the new counties to a right of representation, 
until after the ensuing general election; nor did they sup-- 
pose that they were creating vacancies in their own body 
to be supplied by the intervention of special elections,— 
The new counties however, assert a title to representation 
in the subsisting legislature, and derive their claim from a 
source superior to the law which created th 

The section of the Eon Met MD Y 
and the ratio of representation concludes with a proviso 
“that each county shall always be entitled to at least one 
representative." They construe the constitution as creat- 
ing of itself, an effectual investment of a right of represen- 
‘tation, to each county from. the moment of its corporate 
existence; and rely on the position that the power of the 


legislature is not competent to suspend the'righteven for ~- 


the term of.its own duration. l 

/The undersigned yields to the position, that if the C 
stitution has vested a right, it cannot be impaired by ‘the 
Legislature. It is highly questionable, however, whether 
a Legislature of this State has the power to create a vacan- 
cy in its own body, by diminishing or enlarging the number 
of its members in either branch. The Constitution is de- 
signed to check or control, as much the action of the Legis- 
lature, as of any other department of the ‘government. 
The exercise of power is in some cases denied to a majority, 
and requires a @oncurrence of two thirds of the Legislature. 
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This feature of the Constitution is intended for the wise and 
salutary purpose of protecting co-ordinate functionaries a-. 
gainst the exercise of power by a bare majority of the Legis- 
lature, which is yet, safely confided toa concurring majority 
of two thirds. But how vain and illusive would be this 
constitutional precaution, if a bare majority of the Legisla- 
ture could enlarge its numbers, by the introduction of ma- 
terials suited to the attainment ofits purpose. ltcannot be 
a safe construction of the Constitution, thàt would enable 
a majority to exercise a powerby evasive indirection, which 
is expressly and designedly withheld. Though this position 
is not in itself conclusive, it uq by the undersigned as 
tending to negative the opinioh, that any vacancy existed 
in the present Legislature, that reqnired special elections 
in the new couuties which it has created. The present 
Legislature is as full and complete in number, as it was on 
the day succeeding the last general election, and it is diffi- 
cult to conceive the. existence of a vacancy in a body politic 
which was full and perfect in its inception, and yet remains 
numerically and identically the same. 

Though the Constituiion has made provision for the spe- 
cial convention of the Legislature, itis evidently expected 
to be applied only on extraordinary occasions; each Legis- 
lature will, regalarly under the Constitution, hold but one 
session for the transaction of business. Itis not within the 
scope of possibility, that a new county could be represented 
in the L« giniature immediately after the passing of the law 
for iis creat; nor was it contemplated that a session of 
. the Legislature atarepasing a law for the establishment of 
a new county, woüld endure long enough to organize the 
county, execute writs of election and return representatives 
previous to adjournment. It results therefore, that if the 
Constitution confers the right of representation upon a 
county, from the fact, and from the moment of its creation, © 
it isipso facto convicted of the absurdity of creating a privilege 
- which cannot be exercised—of conferring a right which can- 

fiot be enjoyed. ut 

‘The anomaly becomes still more ridiculous, when it is 
viewed in the attitude of a county, vested with the right 
of sending representatives, while the instrument which is 
said to confer the right, requires the qualification of mem- 
bership, which no candidate can possibly possess The 
Constitution cannot have intended to confer the right of 
representation, on mere geographical territory ; but in 
speaking of counties it must be construed to have alluded 
to the inhabitants organized into corporate, or political, or 
municipal bodies—together with the laws, ahd perhaps the 
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institutions by which they are thus organized. The ter- 
1...ry has at all times existed, but the origin and existence 
of the counties, must be dated with the passage of the 
law, by which they were originated. The law which 
gave birth and beginning to the counties, was passed on the 
23d day of December, 1833, and their election for repre- 
sentatives was held within twelve months thereafter; but as 
the Constitution requiresaresidence of twelve months within 
the body of the county, as a necessary qualification of a 
member, ingenuity is unable to furnish the means of dis- 
. pensing with the requirement without an infraction of the 
Constitution. 

Other arguments might be drawn from the Constitution, 
tending to similar «onclusions, and while harmonizing the 
conflicting features of the Constitution, would avoid the in- 
evitable obstructions that are opposed to the decision of 
the Committee. But the undersigned will enlarge no far- 
ther upon the subject, except to remark upon a section of 
the constitution, which presents an argument that his mind 
has been totally unable to resist. "The section which or- 
dains the basis and apportionment of representation in the 
Senate, concludes with a positive^ affirmation, that the 
number of Senators “shall never be less than one-fourth of 
the whole number of representatives.” The Senate is con- 
stituted of twelve members; the House of Representatives 
contains thirty-seven members who represent the old coun- 
ties; butif thesixteen riew counties, shall be each of them, 
represented by a member, the number of Senators will be 
less than one:fourth of the number of representatives— 
which is directly repugnant to the Constitution. — It is.con- | 
ceded to be a directory provision, but it is therefore no less 
obligatory, and while the Constitution ordains that the Sen- 
ate shall never consist of less than one-fourth of the number 
of representatives, human ingenuity will not be able to dis- 
cover the time when it may consist of less. It is equally 
difficult to conceive how a Legislature can be organized con- 
sistently with the Constitution, while it is organized ina 
manner which the Constitution expressly prohibits. It 
might be less jaring to the symmetry of construction, to give 
a directory character to the section which provides, that 
each county shall be always entitled to one representative. 
But if the repugnance cannot be obviated, the validity of the 
law which occasions it, must yield to the integrity of the 
Constitution; and if the claim of the new counties to repre- 
sentation in the present Legislature, is à necessary result of 
the law which created them, and cannot be otherwise dis- 
pensed with, the law itselfis void, and sofar from being en-

titled’ to representation, the invalidity of the law would 
negative their existence as counties. Such in the opinion 
of the undersigned would be the inevitable result of the ar- 
gument and decision of the Committee—a result which, 
however deplorable, may yet be more ‘easily rectified than 
a broken Constitution. 

The undersigned is indiferent, as to the effect which the 
foregoing suggestions may produce. 1n making the expose, 
he has aequitted himself of the consciousness of having 
neglected the performance of a duty. Ifthe House shall 
concur in the resolution of the Committee, he will be grati- 
fied at ihe result, though he may not be able to participate 
in producing it. If on the other hand, the reasons which have 
prevailed with him, should lead the House to a conclusion 
similar to his, so far from being gratified in the result, it . 
would be a source of sincere and undissembled mortification. 
He regards the new counties with sentiments of friendship, 
and anticipates with proud feelings, the extension of ourset- 
tlements, the increase of population, the advancement of 
industry and the arts, and the establishment of a domestic 
character, which may- be contemplated with pleasure by 
ourselves, and will illustrate the name of Mississippi among 
the states of the confederated union. There is no inclina- 
tion tə exercise the powers of government in exclusion of 
our bretheren of the new counties. The undersigned 
would concur in the opinion that it would be better to ad- 
journ the Legislature, and postpone the transaction of bu- 
siness till after the next general election, when the repre- 
sentatives of the people could meet fromevery section of 
the state in feelings of perfect fellowship, and enter upon 
the transaction 02 business witnout encountering the danger 
of tearing down the supremacy of the Constitution. —

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Ir will be seen from the foregoing Report, that the Trea- 
sury though not full to overflowing, is nevertheless in a con- 
dition to meet all the currentand contingent expenditures of 
the State Government; and from estimates based upon rea- 
sonable calculation, and notwithstanding the additional ex- 
penses of the present session of the Legislature, will, it is 
believed, exhibit a much larger balance, at the end of the 
Fiscal year,thanhas been shown for several preceding years. 

The undersigned in submitting this, his last Report, to 
the present Legislature, from a large portion of whose 
members, individually as well as collectively he has received 
so many tokens and manifestations of private regard and 
public confidence, cannot but claim the indulgence of the 
two Houses, for a few moments, in extending this commu- 
nication a little beyond the limits usually assigned to a 
mere Fiscal Report. 

Having formed the conclusion, and become fixed in the 
determination, the undersigned deems it a duty, he owes to 
himself, to the legislature, and more especially to the pub- 
lic interest, that he should make this early and public an- 
nunciation of his purpose not to be again, a candidate for 
the office which he now holds, after the present tenure 
thereof shall have expired. The performance of this duty 
to the public becomes the more imperative, from the con- 
sideralion that his present term of office will expire in a 
few months; and that therefore ample time should be af- 
forded to arrive ata full, clear and explicit expression of the 
public will in the selection of a successor. 

In withdrawing from the public service, the undersigned 
has been influenced by no illaudable motive; but purely 
from that love of retirement, and domestic ease, and tran- 
quillity so essentially consequent, upon declining years; and 
from the unalloyed enjoyment of which, from the cares 
incident to public life, he has been so long precluded.— 
Twenty-two years mark the length of his residence in 
Mississippi— Twenty years of which have, in some station 
or other been devoted to-public life! How far the complex 
duties of those various stations have been performed with 
fidelity and in good faith, has been abundantly attested by 
the kind indulgence, and continued guarantee of a generous 
people! And itis a pleasing retrospection to the under- 
signed, that during this long period of various public trusts 
and duties, he hasnever failed to experience, not only the 
all cheering smiles of an unoffending conscience—but that . 
which stands next in the heart of every patriot—the spon- 
tanious plaudits of an enlightened community! EE 

lt is a souree of deep. gratification to the undersigned, 
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that he is able to close his public labors at a period so pro- 
pitious to the future growth, prosperity aud happiness of 
our new, but expanding State—at a time when her long- 
hidden resources, are, under the fostering hand of wise and 
salutary legistation, just beginning to develope themselves, 
and which.if properly carried out must soon place her upon 
the most solid basis of commercial wealth, and political 
supremacy!! Abounding in natural resources,—her soil 
exuberantly productive, her climate teraperate and salubri- 
ous,—her Government Democratic and Republican,—her 
citizens interwoven with each other by identity of interest 
and common enterprize—our State must ere long present 
to her gurrounding sister states an example of felicitous 
prosperity worthy their sanction and their imitation:—Nor 
is this the mere idle dream of political fanaticism; but the 
pure and substantial result of measures now actually develop- 
ing themselves through the mediumof a wise and beneficent 
system of legislation already begun and in successful pro- 
gress. The beneficial results to both agricultural and 
commercial communities to be derived froma liberal system 
of Internal Improvements, is readily admitted by all, and 
solemnly sanctioned by the best political experience of the 
age. Nor-need we fear that their great and inestimable 
advantages will be overlooked by the enlightened future 
statesmen of Mississippi. 

Upon the particular subject of revenue and finance 
the undersigned will submit but few remarks. The re-

Statement A exhibits the balances due to and from the 
State. Statement B shows the amount of .each subject of 
of taxation, and the amount of State tax due thereon, so far 
as the assessment returns have been received at the Audit- 
ors office: and statement C shows the number of shares of 
Bank Stock owned by the State, and the number subscribed 
for on account of the literary, three per cent, and seminary 
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funds. Owing to the increased. expenditures of the judicia- 
ry department, and the frequent failures of the State to suc- 
ceed in her prosecutions, the expenditures of the State du- 
ring the present pen considerably exceed those of the form- 
er; and though Í am unable to represent the Treasury ina 
more prosperous condition, I can give an assurance of its 

erfect ability to meet every just demand against the State. 

y a reference to the several subjects of taxation, it will be 
seen that the State is rapidly increasing in population and 
wealth, the present ratio of taxation will, therefore, place 
the Treasury in an attitude to meet the ordinary expenses 
of the State, and need not, I think, be increased at the pre- 
sent Session of the Legislature. I would again recommend 
to the consideration of the Legislature, the acts in relation 
to billiard: tables;and venders of slaves; the former should 
be so amended as to make it the duty of the assessor or col- 
lector, whenever a billiard table has been set up for play, 
forthwith to demand of, and receive from the person or per- 
sons setting up, or causing the same to be set up for piay, 
the sum of five hundred dollars. As the law now is, it is 
made the duty of the assessor to assess them as other pro- 
perty, and the individuals sitting them up, being frequently 
transient and irresponsible persons, take their tables down 
and leave the State, before the time ‘of making collection 
of taxes. Ihave been unablexo collect the taxes due from 
venders of slaves, in consequence of several of the judges 


of the circuit courts, having declared the act in relation to ` 


the sale of slavesas merchandize unconstitutional. Asa 
eonsiderable portion of the revenué of the State has been 
deriyed from that source of taxation, I would respectfully 
present the subject to the consideration of the Legislature. 
In pursuance of the act to establish a Planters’ Bank in the 
State of Mississippi, 1 examined the Planters’ Bank, at 
Natchez, on the 22d, 23d and 24th of last month, and am 
much gratified to state to the Legislature that, the result of 
that examination afforded the most conclusive evidence 
that the bank is in a prosperous condition. The bank de- 
clared a dividend on the fifth instant, of ten per cent. on 
the whole of its stock, for the year 1834, leaving a residua- 
ry dividend of one hundred and eiglity thousand one hundred 
thirty seven dollars and ninety-eight cents, which stands to 
the credit of profit and loss. The sum of eighty thousand 
dollars, was placed during the last year, to the credit of the 
sinking fund. After the payment of the interest due on the 
State bonds, the sinking find, on the fifth instant, amounted 
to two hundred eighty-five thousand four hundred and thir- 
ty-one dollars and sixty-three cents. This fund will in- 
"H* 
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créäse annually with a rapidity which will far exceed the 
anticipations of its most sanguine friends. Hereunto 
appended and marked D., is a general balance of the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, which I procured from the cashier, and which 
is submitted for the inspection of the Legislature. The 
bank.is engaged principally in the renewal of debts due to 
the institution, but in a short time will commence loaning 
to the full extent of its ability. I am informed by the 
cashier, that arrangements have been made with the banks 
of Philadelphia, and New York, for the payment of such 
bills and. checks as may be drawn upon those banks by: the 
Planters’ Bank, Ihave received from the bank of the State 
of Mississippi, payment for the three hundred shares of stock 
held by the State in seid bank, and the two hundred and 
ninety-one shares belonging to the literary fund. "The 
amount of the shares belonging to the State has been placed 
in the Treasury of the State; and the amount of those be- 
longing to the literary fund, has been invested in stock in 
the Planters’ Bank, in pursuance of an act passed at the 
last Session of the Legislature. There are now six hun- 
dred and seventeen shares subscribed and paid for, on ac- 
count of the literary fund in the Planters’ Bank. I am ad- 
vised by the cashier of the Planters’ Bank, that he does not 
consider that the act for the distribution of the literary 
fund among the several coufities of this State, and for other 
purposes, authorizes him to designate to the several coun- 
ties in the State, the shares to which that act entitles them, 
or to pay to those coynties any portion of the dividends 
accruing from the stock of said fund. The several counties . 
to which shares have beeu assigned by the act in relation 
to the literary fund, have frequently made application for 
their dividends, but have been unable io receive them. I 
would respéctively recommend to the Legislature, to make 
it the duty of some person to transfer to thé several counties 
the number of shares to which they are entitled, or to re- 
ceive ajid pay over to them their dividends on said stock, 
as the same may be available from time to time. Ihave de- 
posited in the Planters’ Bank, the notes for the first instal- 
ment of the amount due for the sale of the seminary lands, 
of which twenty-one thousand eight hundred dollars has. 
been collected, and vested in stock of said bank. 

S. M. Puckett, Esq., Commissioner; for the sale of town 
lots, deposited in this office, notes taken at the several sales 
of lots made by him, amounting to seventy-five ‘thousand 
fifty-eight dollars. Hereunto appended;.and marked E., is 
the report made by him in relation to the-manner in which 
he has performed his duties, which is presented for the con-- 
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sideration of the Legislature. I am informed by several 
of the purchasers of the seminary lands, that the quantity 
of acres sold, which was on an estimate of six hundred and 
forty acres to the section, does not agree, in many instances, 
with the actual namber of acres in the several sections and 
quarter sections. Some are said to contain more, and 
others less than the quantity sold. I would respectfully 
invite the attention of the Legisjature to the subject, and 
suggest the necessity of the passage of an act on the subject. 
All which, is respectfully submitted,

". Sm: In compliance with the requsitions of the Law, § 
have the honor herewith to hand you notes taken for the sale 
of the Lots in the Town of Jackson ; which sales were held 
on the 27th November 1833; December 3d 1833, and Jan- 
uary 25th 1831; amounting to $75,058. It is proper for 
me here to remark, that owing to some inaccuracies in the 
survey, that Five acre Lot No. 1 South, sold to Thomas H. 
, Dickson ; Five acre Lot No. 6 South,sold to Amos R. John- 
son ; Five acre Lot No. 7 South, sold to G. W. Coan; and 
Ten acre Lot No. 6 South, sold to John Shields ; and Ten 
acre Lot No. 13 North, sold to John Shields ; are found 
since the sales not to contain their proper arae of acres. It 
is but justice to the purchasers that a deduction proportion- 
ate should be made : this will be a matter requiring Legis- 
lative interposition ; and I am requested by the purchasers 
to lay the facts before you, to be laid before the next Legis- 
lature. inadvertency has also occasioned two two-acre lots 
south, to be marked No. 10 South on the Map, one of which 
was sold to P. Callen for $1305, the other to Anderson Ro- 
bertson for $250 ; Mr. Callen’s Lot lies within the limits of 
the original survey of said Town ; Mr. Robertson’s in the ` 
survey attached to the original plan. I have been careful 
so to distiuguish them in my Record-book and in the certifi- 
cates of purchase ; the same care will be necessary in ma- 
king out the final titles atents ; this duty by the present 
law devolves on the M ary of State. I beg leave here 
respectfully to submit to the Legislature whether it would 
nbt with more propriety attachto the office of Commission- 
er whois bound to keep a record of al! his official acts ina 
well bound book, in which the original titles should alsé be 
recorded, togethér with a Map ofthe Town. Ido not know 
that it is proper for me to say any thing as to the propriety of 
bringing the unsold lots into market, yet itis evident that the 
improvement of the Town has been in some degree retarded 
by the very high prices pnt by speculators on lots offered at 
second hand sale ; and as all obstructions to emigrations and 
improvement should be removed ; it might be well enough to 
provide by law a mode of disposing of lots at private sale 
unless the Legislature shall think fit to dispose of the whole 
at Public Auction.

A message’ from the Governor, by Mr. U. Miller, his 


Private Secretary. 
Fellow-citizans of the Senate, and House of. Representatives : 


Since the adjournment of the Legislature, circumstances 
connected with the various interests of the State have 
transpired, rendering it-necessary, in my judgment, to 
convene the Legislature at an earlier period than that de- 
signated by law for its regular session. In the exercise of 
this constitutional duty, I have acted with due regard to 
£he best interests of the State; nor have I been insensible 
to the many inconveniencies, that must result to you indi; 
vidually, from this unexpected call to your official duties.— 
A confident reliance, however, on your patriotism and zeal 
for the public welfare, assures me that your private con- 
cerns will be made to yield to public interest. 

Entertaining no doubt of the constitutional right of each 
~ county to at least one representative, Ihave issued writs of 
election to the'new counties respectively. Doubts having 
been suggested as to their right to representation in your 
present session, I submit the subject without comment to 
your consideration, resting as I do entirely satisfied, that if 
í have erred, you, as a ¢o-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment, hold the corrective—each House having the power 
of judging of the qualifications and elections of its own 
members. > ate ee ind : 

There is no feature in the science of government, which 
guarantees more securely the civil and religious liberties of 
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man, than the distribution of the powers of government in- 
to separate and distinct departments, by which, error, usur- 
pation,,and corruption itself may be detected, so long as the 
people are faithful to themselves in the selection of proper 
agents; If it be true, that the character of a people is 
portrayed in their form of government, how extremely ex- 
alting should be the reflection to an American, .that be is 
blessed with the privilege of living under a government of 
his own formation, and which securesto him civil and reli- 
gious liberty. In contemplating the inestimable utility of 
our Federal Union, the mind is imperceptibly drawn to the 
contemplation of the virtue, patriotism and prophetic wis- 
dom of the framers of the Constitution of the United States, 
in which instrument, the experience of each year inspires 
us-with renewed confidence. Our Federal and State Goy- 
ernments presents two prominent features on which the 
fabric securely rests, each of limited power and of mutual 
dependence; it is the duty of one to protect the other in the 
exercise of its constitutional functions, and guard with un- 
ceasing Vigilance against every usurpation of power by one, 
that properly belongs to the other. 

Under the auspices of the present Administration of the 
Federal Government, we have witnessed a disposition to 
keep within their proper spheres, the Federal and State 
authorities; and notwithstanding its salutary effects upon the 
rights of the states, and the perpetuity of the Union, for 
. the interposition of his constitutsonal authority to prevent 
the recharter of the Bank of the United States, and to ar- 
rest as far as practicable the oppressions inflicted by that 
institution on the people for the purpose of extracting their, 
unwilling consent to a recharter, the President stands 
charged, on the journals of the Senate, by a resolution 
passed on the 28th day of March, 1834, with haying “as- 
sumed upon himself authority and power not conferred by 
the constitution and laws, but in derogation of both. This 
measure being adopted by a majority of the Senate, ar- 
ranged and procured by a few master spirits of intrigue, in- 
ducing some no doubt to vote in derogation of the known 
will and bestinterests of their constituents. 

At is a matter of just consideration, whether you will not 
instruct your Senators to vote for the resolulion to be ex- 
punged from the journals of that body, as being unprece- 
dented, unjust to the President, and offensive to a large 
portion of the American people. . 

On turning our attention to subjects more immediately 
connected with the internal concerns of the State, we find 
muck cause to felicitate each other, and to render to the 
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Supreme Ruler of events, our most devoted thanks for his 
bounty. Whilst othgr countries have been scourged by the 
ravages of disease, we have been (during the past season) 
blessed with general good health; our fellow-citizens are 
enjoying the reward of their labors in abundant crops, and 
an enhanced value of both their real and personal estates. 
As a State, Mississippi presents a new era in her history; | 
the late acquisition of territory from the Chickasaw Indians, : 
enlarging the field fpr industry and enterprize, presents fo 
view the rich resources of a State that can only be kept in 
the rear of her sister States by ill fated legislation. 

The solicitude that is felt for the speedy erection of a 
State-House, is evinced in the enactments of two successive 
Legislatures. The provisions of the act of 25th December, 
1833, authorising the Execütive to have seventy thousand 
dollars of the notes taken for lots sold in the Town of Jack- 
son discounted, and to apply the same to the erection of the 
State-House, have not been carried into effect. Ina cor- 
respondence with the Planters’ Bank, I was informed by the 
Directory, that those notes could not be discounted for want 
of bank form; that under the provisions of the charter, they 
could only discount such notes, as are negotiable and paya- 
ble dt some one of the Banks of the State; but that I could 
by giving my individual note, in accordance with the rules 
` of the bank, and depositing as collateral security, a corres- 
ponding amount of the notes of the State, effect a limited 
loan; and in order to enable the Architect to coraply with 
his authorized contracts with individuals, for the building of 
- the State-House,1 found it necessary to resort to this method, 
and accordingly made my note at six months, for ten thou- 
sand dollars, which was discounted in the month of Novem- 
ber last, and the proceeds placed in the bank by my order, 
to the creditof the 'Treasurer of the State, to be drawn for, 
on proper occasions, as other public monies. The notes 
placed by me in bank as security, being the property of 
the State, were endorsed in my official capacity; and al- 
though they were not discounted as the law contemplated, 
it is in effect the same. The receipt of the proper officer 
of the bank for those notes, is deposited in the office of 
the Auditor of Public Accounts, where all vouchers in re- 
lation to the gublic buildings, on which it has been my duty 
to act, are to be found, except such as may be retained by 
the Architect, whose books and vouchers will be opened to 
the inspection of your committee. "The method adopted 
by me in procuring the means, in the recess of the Legisla- 
ture, for carrying on the public works, wasindispensable; and 
it musi therefore be apparen, that legislation is necessary 
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to the further progress of this very important public iu? 
provement. To thé end that the necessary steps may be 
taken, I would respectfully suggest the expediency of a 
committee being instituted by your body, for the purpose of 
examining into the state and progress ef the builing; and 
whilst I entertain the opinion that the sale of lots, will when 
realized, nearly, if not quite defray the expenses necessary 
to the completion of the object, without resort to a direct 
tax upon the people, I would recommend as the most pre- 
ferable method of procuring the necessary means, until the 
proceeds of the lots in Jackson can be realized, the passage 
of a law authorizing loans, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed, by which, the interest will be saved to the 
State until it is actually necessary that it shall be used. 

The next subject to which your attention is respectfully 
invited, is the organization of new counties in the Territory 
recently acquired of the Chickasaw Indians, and extending 
to that section of the State, now rapidly settling with the 
most respectable class of citizens, all the benefits and privi- 
leges that are enjoyed by other portions of the State. And 
I would with due respect, suggest, that by the provisions of 
the treatv, that tract of country is deprived of the benefits 
of the sixteenth section in each township, that has in all 
cases been reserved from sale forthe benevolent purposes of 
education, since the ordinance of the Congress of the United 
States of 1785; and no instance occurs to my recollection 
where the townships have been denied this bounty. I would 
therefore suggest the propriety of your memorializing Con- 
gress for the reservation of the specific section, or an equiva- 
lent in other lands. á 

The Militia of the State is in a deranged and disorgan- 
ized condition. In the new counties organized at the last 
session of the Legislature, no regiment was formed; and in 
consequence of a defect in the law regulating the election 
of officers, it has been found, by the most vigilant officers, 
impracticable to organize many of'the old regiments, for 
want of commissioned officers to superintend the elections. 

It has, therefore, been impossible for the Adjutant Gen- 
ral to procure such returns as will show the strength and 
condition of the Militia; and we are consequently suffering 
the loss of arms, which are assigned by the General Gov- 
ernment to each State, in proportion to their respective 
strength. 

I therefore recommend an amendment of the law in rela- 
tion to tbe elections of military officers, so as to authorize 
freeholders in the regiment, respectively, to hold elections, 
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whenever it shall occur that there is no commissioned officer 
to do so. 

The election of a Senator to the Congress of the United 
States for the ensuing term, which will commence on the 
fourth day of March next, being one of the considerations 
which induced me to convene the Legislature, it becomes 
my duty to offer some reasons which caused me to attach so 
much importance to this measure. From the aspeet of af- 
fairs, we have reason te believe that the new Senate will be 
convened at some day prior to the regular meeting of Con- 
gress, at which session, business of vital importance to the 
State of Mississippi, will, in all probability, be acted upon; 
and if the opinion (entertained by some) be correct, that such 
a vacancy will not exist as will authorize the Executive to 
make a temporary appointment, then, and in that event 
this State would be deprived of her representation in the 
Senate, until the election in January next, before which 
time it is more than propable, that the very interesting ques- 
tion of the graduation in price of the public lands, and of 
extending more gradually the right of pre-emption, so essen- 
tial to the dearest interests of a large, and meritorious por- 
tion of our fellow citizens, will have beer disposed of. I 
therefore felt it my duty to place it in your power to go into 
the election, believing, if no doubt exists as to the compe- 
tency of the Executive to make the temporary appointment, 
that the regular mode of election would be more satisfactory 
to the people. * 

The essentail advantages accruing from a well organized 
system of internal improvements, carried on under the fos- 
tering care of ihe State, can scarcely be questioned by the 
most sceptical. Heretofore, Mississippi has been confined 
to a comparatively small portion of her territory, and the 
greater portion by far, of her exportable products, being 
raised on her adjacent to the bank of the Mississippi river, 
afford:ng the means of cheap transportation to market, no 
inducement was offered to enterprizing capitalists for the in- 
vestment of their capital in projects pf improvements pene- 
trating into the interior of the State; and the State acting 
on the sound principle, that governments, like individuals, 
should not invest capital in unprofitable projects, nothing 
material has been done in the improvement of our natural 
channels, or in the construction of artificial means of trans- 
portation. This state of things is rgdically changed. Whilst 
formerly the capital and products of the State have been 
confined to narrow limits, adjacent to the Mississippi river, 
we now have them spread in rich profusion throughout the 
State, offering to the enterprising capitalists every induce- 
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ment for the investment of capital in the erection of those 
interior communications, so essential to the best interests of 
the people. The people of the State are ina spirit of inter- 
nal improvement; and with a view to the furtherance of the 
object, ] would suggest the expediency of passing a law au- 
thorizing the appointment of a civil engineer for the State, 
whose duty it shall be to make surveys and estimates of such 
routes as he may, from time to time, be directed by the 
Legislature. 

I recommend, also, the propriety of reserving to the State, 
the privilege of taking a portion of the stock in such com- 
panies, as may be hereafter incorporated; and with a view 
to which, that you memorialize Congress for a grant of five 
hundred thousand acres of land to be appropriated to such 
objects of improvement as the State may think proper.— 
such a grant has been made to most, if not all the new States; 
and why should Missisippi be deprived of it? It must be re- 
collected that if this subject is not acted on by the next Con- 
gress, it will be too late for its benefits to be felt by this 
State, as all the valuable lands will have been disposed of. 

The Act of Congress of the Ist March, 1817, authorising 
the western part of the Mississippi Territory to form a Con- 
stitution and State Government, reserves for the benefit of 
this State five per cent. of the nett proceeds of lands lying 
within the said Territory—three-fifths of which to be ap- 
plied by the Legislature to objects of Internal Improvement, 
within the States and two-fifths to be appropriated by Con- 
gress to the establishment of a road, or roads, leading to the 
State. The three-fifths assigned to the controul of the Le- 
gislature, amounted on the Ist day of July, 1833, $61,809 
624, and consequently the two-fifths that were to be ex- 
pended by Congress on a road or roads, leading to the State, 
amounts at the same period to $41,206 412; and taking 
inte consideration the extensive sales that have been made 
ofthe pnblic lands within the State since Ist July, 1833, 
the two per cent. fund will have amounted by this time to at 
least $100,000, no poxtion of which having been appropri- 
ated to the construction of any such road or roads as is con- 
templated by the Act, I would recommend the adoption of 
a memorial to Congress for a change of the manner of ap- 
plying the same, so as toauthorize the Legislature to expend 
it on such objects of improvement within the State, as it 
may think proper,or of adopting such measures, as will 
bring about the united action of this State and Alabama,so 
as to have this fuud, which is due each of those States, ap- 
propriated to the construction of a rail-way from the seat 
of Government of this State, to the city of Mobile, or to some 
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navigable point on the Tombeckby river above said city 
which will answer all the ends of the original act, and aid 
in the accomplishment of an improvement, in which both 
States are deeply interested. 

On the withdrawal of the Branch of the United States 
Bank from this State, which must take place during the en- 
suing year, we shall be left with a Banking Capital of little, 
more than six millions of dollars, and that, chiefly located at 
the city of Natchez.—The branches of the Planters’ Bank, 
located at different points in the State, with the limited cap- 
ital assigned them, when taking into view the necessities of 
the country, is a mere mockery of banking principles. 

The nett proceeds of the crop of the State of Mississippi, 
for the year 1833, is ascertaitied to have been $11,316,000; 
and the crop of 1834,may be fairly estimated at $15,000,000. 
Can it, therefore, with this view of the subject, be thought 
by the most miserly economist in banking matters, that a 
State, whose amount of product in the single article of cot- 
ton, amotints to $15,000,000, with every probability of an 
increased ratio of twenty-five per cent. per annum, for years 
yet to come, can gét on with a banking capital of $6,000,000. 
Being fully convinced of the necessity of enlarging the bank- 
ing capital of the State, J recommend, with due deference, 
the establishment of a Bank on the principle of the Union 
or Citizen's Bank of Louisiana, the stock of which, to be ta- 
ken by planters, on the mortgage of their lands; by which 
means it is believed that a loan ‘may be effected at a low 
rate of interest, terminating with the charter, A Bank 
erected on this principle, and placed at the control of the 
planters of the country, will insure a sound currericy, and at 
the same time, will eneable the planters to increase their 
force and render more productive their lands. J am aware 
that the 9th section of the general provisions of the Consti- 
tution, interpose a barrier.fo the immediate pledge of the 
State, for the payment of such loan as'may be, necessary to 
carry into operation this scheme; butit is for you, in your 
deliberations, to determine whether-such guards may not be 
thrown around the institusion, as will render perfectly safe 
the lender of the capital. Mississippi being the central cot- 
ton growing region, where lands are productive, and of per- 
manent value, it cannot be questioned by capitalists at home 
9r abroad, that landed security isthe best that can be given.

Impressed as Lam with the opinion, that the new counties 

which have been laid off since the regular census was taken 
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in 1835, as well as those which many be laid off at your pres- 
ent session, form an exception to that clause of the Con- 
stitution, which requires that an enumeration of all the free 
white inhabitants of this State shall be taken at periods 
of not less than four, nor more than six years, until the 
year 1845, I recommend the passage of a law for taking 
the census of those counties with a view to the appor- 
tionment of their senatorial representation. The Constitu- 
tion requires, that the enumeration of all the free white 
inhabitants of this State shall be taken at fixed periods, but 
it does not exclude the Legislature from the right of causing 
the census to be taken in counties that were not taken at 
the stated periods for making snch general enumeration.— 
Were it so construed, this large and rapidly populating por- 
tion of our State, would be deprived of their senatorial 
representation until the year 1840, an act of injustice that 
never could have been designed by the framers of the Con- 
stitution. If precedénts are entitled to any consideration, 
we have one in point. Priorto running the line between 
this Stateand Alabama, it was believed, that all that tract 
ef country lying east of the Tombeckby River, afterwards 
forming Monroe county, (now Lowndes and Monroe,) be- 
longed to the State of Alabama, and the census was not 
taken at the time of making the general enumeration, but 
which on the running of the line; being found to belong to 
Mississippi, a special law was passed for taking the census, 
and that people allowed their representation in the Senate 
and House of Representatives. . . 

A large remnant of the Choctaw Indians remaining 
within the Territory recently ceded by that tribe to the 
Uhited States, have evinced a strong disinclination to emi- 
grate west. Humanity requires that something should be 
done for the melioration of their condition, and to prevent 
them from becoming a nuisance to the country,as many of 
them inevitably will if they are permitted to roam at large 
and rely upon the chase for their subsistence. Many of 
those, people are intelligent, honest and industrious, and 
promise to do well, but there,are others, who are ignorant 
and indolent, and have failed to secure for themselves lands 
to which they would have been entitled under the late 
treaty, and are now destitute and wretched. 1 therefore 
recommend you to memorialise Congress to make a further 
appropriation for the purpose of removing such of them as 
may be induced to goto theii new home. 

* We receive from the most of.the States copies of their 
laws, and it is to be expected that we should reciprocate 
sach civilities; it is therefore necessary to a free transpor- 
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tation of them by mail, that you should pass a resolution, 
authoirzig them to be sent to the Executive of the several 
States. i ; 

The thirty-six sections of land granted to this State by 
the United States, for a seminary of learning, have been 
sold for the sum of $277,282 53, a sum quite sufficient to 
justify the State to go into the establishment of a Universi- 
ty, and with a view to its location I would recommend the 
appointment of commissioners from the four extremes of the 
State, and one from the centre, whose duty it shall be to select 
the spot for its location, having due regard to the healthful- 
ness of its situation. This, with such other measures, for 
. the dissemination of education throughout the State, as you 
in your wisdom may adopt, will meet my most cordial appro- 
bation. 

The frequent scenes of bloodshed which have occurred 
in the face of society, against law both human and divine, in- 
duces me to call your attention to the 2d section of the 7th 
article of the Constitution, which confers on the Legislature 
ample power to pass such laws as may be deemed’ neces- 
sary to suppress the evil practice ofduelling.. —. 

A penitentiary system having been agitated by previous 
Legislatures, it may not be amiss to call your attention to 
the consideration of the subject prior to the revision of the 
Statutes of the State, as it would materially change the 
features of the criminal code. 

The last informationthatI amin possession of from the 
revisor of the Laws, is, thatthey will not be ready to pre- 
sent to the Legislature, prior to the next regular session. 

Gentlemen : having thus passed briefly oyer the subjects 
presented for your consideration, I tender the assurance of 
my hearty co-operation in all measures calculated to pro- 
mote the prosperity of our common country.

Mr. Speaker laid before thehouse a communication from 
P, Rutullius R. Pray Esq., the reviser of the statutesof this 
state, which was read; andis as follows to wit: 


To the Honorable 
The Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 

Having been eleeted at your last session to perform cer- 
tain duties required by “an Actto authorize a revision of 
the Statute laws of this state,” I have thought it proper to 
report to you the progress that has been made in the work, 
and the reasons that have prevented its completion. In 
taking upon myself the discharge of those duties, I relied 
much on the aid I expected to derive from the dissertations 
of those distinguished jurists, who have introduced such 
magnificent improvements into recent legislation, and to 
whom justice seems fully to have unveiled her mysteries. I 
expecied much assistance, also, from the legislatures of other 
state, for, although few of them have attempted the forma- 
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tien of a scientific code, vet many have digested, under jeg- 
islative sanction, those portions of their jurisprudence, which 
the forming hand of ihe judiciary had reduced to scientific 
accuracy. 

Before i could avail myself of these aids, time was neces- 
sary iomake the collection of suchas I did notalready pos- 
sess. Į eariy procured all that could be obiained in the 
neighboring States. The secretary of State kindly extend- 
ed to me every facility which the records of his office af- 
forded. in furtherance of my labors. Manyot the works. 
however, which I deemed it necessary io consuli, were still 
unobiaimed. and conid only be partially procured in the ci- 
ties of the Atlantic States. While the collection of these 


migni be prepared and submitted for legislative considera- 
tion and sanction. leaving others to be acted on at a fature 
period. Butas Í advanced, I found it necessary, from time 


f 
nifonniaw.embracing the whole suvject of them, requires 
great eare and deliberation. The foundations ef the law 


appear te a cursory observer. yet certain Jam, that whoever 
shall arempi the labor, will find an ample field for mental 
exertion. Ifpund io» in establishing the principles upon 
which the work was io be performed, and tracing the plan 


tinued reference from the one to to the other, was unaroide- 
ble, and would render i: dificalt to judge of, or decide upon. 
one part without examining the whole. 

That the legislature may understand the form that the re- 
vised statutes are intended io assume, the principles upon 
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which they are to be framed, and the connection which will 
subsist between the different parts, I beg leave to state that 
the work will be presented in four great divisions. 

The first will relate to theinternal organization and ad- 
ministration of the government, the jurisdiction of the State, 
and legislative proceedings: 

The second, to the acquisition, the enjoyment and the 
transmission of property real and personal; domestic rela- 
tions, and other matters connected with private rights; 

The third, to courts and ministers of justice, and proceed- 
ings in civil cases: 

The fourth, to crimes, and punishments, proceedings in 
criminal cases. 

These several divisions will be subdivided into appropri- 
ate chapters, titles, and sections. 

This general division of the subject has ben adopted, 
not because itis the most scientific, but because it is deemed 
the most convenient, and is one which the people will rea- 
dily comprehend, and which, moreover, has received the 
sanction of many of the most ‘enlightened legislators of our 
country. Under these several heads, much matter has 
been digested during the past year, and my whole time will 
be devoted to the subject, until the duties assigned me are 
completed. By your next session, I anticipate the pleasure 
of presenting to your consideration the entire work, clothed 
with such perfection as my humble abilities and unwearied 
exertions can bestow.

Mr. Spzaxer: The Select Committee to whom wasrefer- 
red the preamble and resolutions adopted in the Senate, and 
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transmitted to this House, on the 27th inst., and which reads

* Whereas the Senate hath agreed, to the report ofa 
“Special Committee, which concludes in the words follow- 
“ing, to wit: " : ; 

4 With all these views before them, your committee re- 
*]uctantly arrive at those conclusions, which they deem in- 
*evitable, and whereof they make report: that other persons 
“besides those composing the House of Representatives, on 
“the 16th of November, 1833, and besides those who have 
"succeeded to vacancies since happening in that House, now 
“compose a large portion of that body, now assembled as 
"the House of Representatives: and because of the extra- 
“ordinary accession of members acquired, as your committee 
"believe, without right or proper authority, they further find, 
"and make report: that the bodies now assembled as the 
* House of Representatives, is not in verity the House of 
“Representatives of the State of Mississippi: and for all 
“these causes before specified, the two bodies now assembled 
“by Executive convocatiou as the Legislature of the State 
“of Mississippi, are not the Legislature recognized and es- 
“tablished by the Constitution and laws of the land: and

“this House in concert with the body now assembled as the

REPORT. 


In examining this extraordinary document, your commit- 
tee are wholly at a loss, from any thinz contained in it, to 
know what duty is imposed upon them, other than, perhaps, 
a bare expression of an opinion, that as the Constitution has 
made each house the judge of * the guglifications and elections 
of its own members;” and as this House has decided as to 
the qualifications and elections of the members referred to 
in said preamble and resolution, in favor of their right to a 
seat in this House, that it has been settled by the only con- 
stitutional tribunal competent to inquire into the fact. Nor 
are your committee willing to accede that either house has 
a right to require of the other to shew the reasons upon 
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which it acted on any matter which constitutionally belongs 
exclusively to itself to judge and act upon; and much more 
strongly do they protest against the right of the Senate to 
ask this House to “concur” in the “ conclusions” which it 
has come to and “adopted as arule of definitive action,” 
that “ the body now assembled as the House of Representa- 
tives is not in verity the House of Representatives of the 
State of Mississippi.” 

The request of the Senate, that the House will concur in 
the said Resolution by adjourning, is still the more extraor- 
dinary, from the fact that it has done so, without transmit- 
ting to this house the reasons by which it was actuated, al- 
though the evidence was before that body, that this house 
had made a different decision, as on examination of the jour- 
nals óf this house, by which the Senate ascertained the fact, 
* that other persons besides those comprising the House of 
Representatives on the 16th November, 1833, and besides 
those who have succeeded to vacancies since happening in 
that house,now compose a large portion of that body," would 
also have shown, that this house had decided in favor of the 
right of such * persons," by permitting them to be qualified 
as members, and a proper respect for the opinions enter- 
tained and expressed by this house, would seem to have re- 
quired at least some reason to have been given to them as 
to why they should now concur in a resolution that this 
house is not * in verity the House of Representatives," or 
that the members “comprising the House of Representa- 
tives on the 16th November, 1833," have not supported the 
Constitution of the State of Mississippi, in the admission of 
such * other persons" to a seat in this house. 

- In this dilemma, your Committee conceive that it is proper 
for this house to vindicate itself before the people of this 
State. But in doing so, it is necessary for us to inquire as 
to the reasons which have led the Senate to a different con- 
clon, to do which, it becomes necessary to examine into 
their * journals,” which we do not because we admit 
the right of either house to make such examination or in- 
vestigation of the acts of the other, but because it is the 
enly method by which we can be informed of the course of 
the extraordinary proceeding of the Senate, and because it 
is a mode which has been recognized and adopted by that, 
body. 

We will then proceed to examine the prominent facts and 
arguments contained in the report of the select Committee 
to which is appended tlie resolutions transmitted to this 
house. The first material thing contained in the Report 

referred to, from which your Committee dissent is, the 7th 
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and last postulate there laid down as derived from clauses 
of the Constitution previously quoted; it reads as follows: 
* That the members elected in November, 1833, (and those 
succeeding to the places.of such as may have become vacant 
since that period,) whether assembled or dispersed, are the 
only constitutional members of the first regular, and yet- 
continuing Legislature under the constitution.” 

Upon the truth or incorrectness of this assumed postulate 
depends the whole matter of enquiry now before us. That 
these were the only members of the first regular session of 
this Legislature under the new Constitution, we presume 
none will deny; but that they are the only consti:utional 
members of the * yet continuing Legislature" is not admit- 
ted. To prove this we will £rst cite to the proviso and con- 
clud'ng clause of the third Art. Sect. 9, of the Constitution, 
which says, * that each county shall always be entited to at least 
one Representative," which we regard as a distinct and sub- 
stantive provision, having like all other distinct and substan- 
tive provisions, a right to be placed in juxta position with 
the others,in order to determine the true meaning of the 
whole; for it is a good and correct rule by which * to direct 
the mind in ascertaining the object and meaning of any in- 
strument, to consider it as a whole, and so to construe it, if 
possible, that some sense and consistency shall be found in 
all its parts." Adopting this rule then as our guide, we may 
give full and definite meaning to the whole of these parts 
without doing violence or detracting from either. For in- 
stance, it is declared in Sect. 6 of the schedule that *until 
the first enumeration shall be made as directed by this Con- 
stitution, the apportionment ot Senators and Representa- 
tives among the several districts and counties in this State, 
shall remain as at present fixed by law.” Take this article 
single and isolated, and it is very clear that no additional 
number of Senators or Representatives could be elected un- 
til after the first Monday in November, 1835, the perio@fix- 
ed by the Legislature by an act passed at the December 
session, 1833, as the time at which the first new apportion- 
ment made under the Constitution shall take place, and un- 
der it neither Holmes or any other county which has been, 
created since the adoption of the new Constitution can now 
be represented, and none that may be hereafter created can 
be entitled to representation until the then next following ap- 
portionment shall be made, which cannot take place at peri- 
ods of less than every four years, so that under it no county 
could be created at any time excépt perhaps, at the session 
immediately preceding the time of making such enumera- 
tion and apportionment without depriving in all cases such 
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new counties of a representation for one, two, or three years 
to come; and unless the proviso, before recited does entitle 
such counties “ always,” as it declares, to at least one repre- 
seritative so soon as they may be created, such will be the 
inevitable result. But admit that the proviso is not a sub- 
stantive right which attaches to such new counties as may be 
created, but is merely a quallifying clause appended to that 
section, and an imperative direction to the Legislature, it so 
far qualifies its provisions as to remove every constitutional 
objection which can be raised against the right of the new 
counties to be represented. The tenth section of the same 
article which forms thc greatest barrier in the minds of those 
opposed to the right of the new counties, must then be re- 
garded in the same light, that is, that it is only “ an impera- 
tive direction to the Legislature,” that in fixing the appor- 
tionment of representatives, they shall always so affix them, 
that the Senate shall never be less than one fourth, nor more 
than one third of the whole number of Representatives. 
The true construction is, that this whole constitution in all 
that it confers or prohibits, is to be taken and construed as 
a whole, and it is coequal in all its parts, and it matters but 
tittle whether we regard its clauses as substantive or direc- 
tory `n their character. 

But it is asked * when does this right of representation of 
a county attach?’ Weanswer as soon as it becomes a coun- 
ty, or as soon as the law is in force which created it, as also 
attaches the right of electing all its other officers under the 
Constitution and laws; and wherever the existing laws are 
not sufficiently full to invest it with all.these rights, the Le- 
gislature which creates it, ought to make provision for the 
deficiency, which has been the case with regard to all the 
counties which have been created under the new Constitu- 
tion. Itis true that the act passed at the last session for or- 
ganizing the sixteen new counties did not make provision 
for writs of election to elect a Representative from each, be- 
cause provision is made in the Constitution, Art. 3,Sect, 18, 
which zives to the Governor or person exercising the pow- 
ers of Governor, not only the power, but makes LM duty 
` to issue writs to fill all vacancies in either house. It is also 
true that the act does not provide for the election of clerks, 
sheriffs, justices of the peace and all other county officers, 
because the Constitution, Art. 4, Sect. 20, makes it the duty 
of the Board of Police to “ order all county elections to fill 
vacancies that -may occur in the offices of their respective 
counties." The Legislature has no right in either case to 
appoint any other person to issue such writs, or make such 
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orders, but it is a duty imposed alike upon the Governor, 
and the respective boards of police. 

But if we are mistaken in our opinions and conclusions 
upon this subject, we at least have the consolation of know- 
ing that the whole State of Mississippi has been under the 
same mistake ever since her existence as such, and that it 
bas been reserved for the present Senate to detect the error. 
Nor do we believe that any reasonable doubt can be enter- 
tained that the framers of the new Constitution had in view 
to give to that instrument the very same interpretation and 
meaning which had been placed upon the old Constitution in 
relation to this subject; for it is not to be presumed, “ that an 
instrument executed under such circumstances, when every 
line was scanned, and canvassed, and debated for weeks 
together, could possibly contain principles of unqualified 
contradiction.” And as the convention was composed of 
intelligent gentlemen, many of whom had long and often 
served in different public offices, and knew well that the 
construction which we now place upon the-new Constitution 
had been by all previous Legislatures placed upon the old 
Constitution, they must have had this object in view in re- 
taining so nearly precisely the same language, 

The old Constitution contains a similar provision for an 
enumeration of the inhabitants being made, and apportion- 
ments of representation being fixed, with only this differ- 
ence, that it is there directed that enumerations shall be 
made in not less than every three years, nor more than every 
five years. It also contains a similar provision that the 
number of Senators shall never be less than one fourth nor 
more than ope third of the whole number of Representa- 
tives, and that after the white inhabitants shall exceed . 
eighty thousand, the whole number shall never be less than 
thirty-six nor more than one hundred Representotives—and : 
also a similar clause which declares: * Provided, however, 
that each county shall always be entitled to at least one 
representative.” Under the interpretation and construc- 
tion which was given to the old Constitution by every Le- 
gislaturegthe right of representation was attached, acknowl- 
edged and exercised so soon as any new county was crea- 
ted. "There is then no difference betweenthe rights which 
attach to the counties which may be created under the 
present Constitution, and that which attached to those cre- 
ated under the old. "The language of the two instruments 
in reference to this subject is precisely the same as far as 
it could be under the different circumstances. But if it be 

urged that under our new Constitution which makes elec- 
tions biehnial instead of annual, the construction which has 
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been placed upon the old Constitution in such cases is not 
applicable to the present Constitution, or if any thing more 
be wanting te shew the true interpretation which ought to 
be given to it, it may be found in other precedents which 
are certainly entitled to more weight, and ought to be re- 
ceived as higher authority than any others which could be 
offered, as they are the deliberate judgment and opinion of 
the people of our sister States, who may reasonably be pre- 
sumed better capable of understanding the true meaning 
and interpretation which ought to be given to our funda- 
mental laws, than any interpretation which would be placed 
from the application of the political dogmas of politicians 
or jurists, living in countries whose laws and political insti- 
tutions are wholly dissimilar. We mean the construction 
which has been placed upon the Constitution of the United 
States, in relation to the right of new States being repre- 
sented in Congress so soon as they are created or admitted 
into the Union. "The Constitution of the United States de- 
clares, that enumeration shall be made every ten years, and: 
apportioned, &c. according to population, but each State 
* shall have at least one representative." "The language 
of the Constitution of the United States then, attaches to 
each of the States the right:to one representative in no 
stronger terms than our State Constitution attaches the right 
to each county, and yet we presume it never has been 
doubted that each State would be entitled to one repre- 
sentative, however few in numbers its population might be. 

It would doubtless be highly impolitic in either the Con- 
gress of the United States to admit into the Union a State 
of less population than the ratio of representation, or of the 
Legislature to create a county without sufficient population, 
but in both cases it is left to the Congress and to the Le- 
gislature to judge. 

If precedentsin point are wanting to prove the action of 
the Federal Government, they can be furnished. 

Tennessee was admitted into the Union, June Ist, 1796, 
the ist session of the 4th Congress, and on the 5th day of 
December, 1796, it being the 2d session of the 4th Congress, 
A. Jackson took his seat as a member of the House of Re- 
presentatiyes. 

Illinois was admitted April 18th, 1818, it being the Ist 
session of the 15th Congress, and at the next session John 
McLean took his seat as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Louisiana was admitted April 8th, 1812, it being the Ist 
session of the 12th Congress, and on the 12th December 
following, it being the 2d session, Thomas B. Robertson 
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took his seat as a member of the House of Representatives, 
` The Constitution of Mississippi was adopted August 
15th, 1817, and on the 10th December following, the State 
was by a resolution of Congress admitted into the Union, 
and on the next day, Thomas H. Williams, and Walter 
Leake took their seats as Senators from the State, and 
about the same time George Poindexter took his seat as 
a Representative, although the Representative was elected 
in the preceding August, and the Senators elected by the 
Legislature in the preceding October. As far then, as 
these cases may be received as evidence, they are conclu- 
sive in favor of the rights of the new counties to immediate 
representation. But the language of the State Constitution 
is still stronger than that of the Constitution of the United 
States, for it declares that each county shall * always" be 
entitled to at least one representative. The word always 
is not in the Constitution of the United States, and must 
have been placed in by the framers of our State Constitu- 
tion, expressly for the purpose of removing all doubis as to 
its meaning, and io alzays secure to each county one Re- | 
presentative at any session, or meeting of the Legislature. 
E certainly could never have been the intention of the 
framers of the Constitution that the citizens of the new 
counties shall be entitled to fewer privileges than they 
had before their creation as such, which must be the case 
ifa different construction is placed upon it. 
An objection is urged against the right of the executive 
-to issue writs of election to the new counties, because that 
no tecancy had occurred as contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion. The most simple and common definition of the word 
vacancy, is an “empty space," and when applied in a 
political sense it means, according to our best lexicogra- 
phers, “a place or office not occupied:” according to this 
latter signification. there wasa vacancy in those new coun- 
ties of the office of Representative, before an election was 
held. if the right of having at least one Representative 
did attach to them, there was then, a place or office of 
Representative not filled, or in other words, a vacancy. The 
same remark will apply to all the other county officers, as 
for instance. the moment the the gbunty is laid off into 
police districts, thé right attaches to.each of them to elect 
not less than one nor more than two justices of the peace, 
and constables, and the duty is imposed by the Constitution 
upon the board of police to order such election, and until 
such election is held there is a place or office not filled, or 
in other words, a vacancy; and it clearly follows, that 
unless the non-existence of those officers be considered a 
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vacancy, the board of police have no right to order elec- 
tions to fill them. The error which some have fallen into 
seems to be in supposing a vacancy cannot exist without 
the place or office having once been previously filled by 
some incumbent. Can any one suppese that if any county 
had failed to elect its members on the first Monday and day 
following, in November, 1835, such county would have lost 
its right to representation in any special session of the 
Legislature? and yet nother vacancies would have ex- 
isted in such county, than now exists in the county of At- 
tala, which has failed to hold an election under the writ 
issued by the Governor. 

‘There is one other consideration connected with this 
subject to which your Committee would briefly allude. It 
has been intimated by some that our courts claim the right 

.of deciding, and would take upon themselves to inquire in- 
to the qualification and organization of the two Houses of 
the Legislature, and that if they should be of opinion that 
either House in whole, or in part, is composed of members 
whoin their judgments should nothave been admitted toa 
seat as such, that all laws which might be enacted by them . 
would be declared to be no law and not binding upon the 
people of this State by that department of the government. 
The two Houses of this Legislature are made the exclu- 
sive judges of the qualifications and elections of. their 
own members, and the judiciary have no right to judge of 
any thing except whether a law be enacted under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of this State, or ofthe Constitu- 
tion of the United States. Any thing further on their part 
would be an attempt to exercise powers properly belonging 
to the legislative department, and would, if permitted to 
be carried into effect, at once destroy the equilibrium of 
powers attempted to he established by the framers of the 
Constitution. The three departments to whom the powers 
of the government are confided are co-equal andindependent 
of each other, except in cases expressly provided by the 
Constitution. ‘The Legislative department is not account- 
able to tne judicary, nor vice versa, nor is the Executive re- 
sponsible to either, except as to the right which the Consti- 
tution has given to the Legislature to try impeachments. 
The Legislature may err in its mode and manner of pro- 
ceeding, but iit keep within the pale of the Constitution - 
the other departments cannot pass upon it; the Executive 
may also mistake his duties, and the judiciary may decide 
that to be the law of the land which is not law, but while ' 
they keep within the sphere of their respective powers, 
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they are not accountable to each other for their errors, but 
only to the people who created them.

The Select Committee, to whom was referred a resoiu- 
tion inquiring into the expediency of purchasing a law 
library for the benefit of the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals, Chancery Court, and Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, have had the same under consideration, and 
ask leave to make the following report: 

The committee are of opinion, that no subject is more 
important to the executive, judicial, and legislative depart- 
ments of the State; that the facility of having access to a 
library which would afford means of which they are at 
present deprived, and facilitate inquiries, of which the 
present situation of affairs would totally deprive the dif- 
ferent departments. Frequently cases of importance, both 
whose abstract principles and the adjudications of different 
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tribunals in this Union, afford us means of determining a 
measure or measures, either constitutional or otherwise, and 
without these means we are frequently at a loss to decide, 
without the aid requisite to inform us. 

Your committee know full well that the High Court of 
Errors and Appeals, and Chancery Courts, have great res- 
ponsibility attached to their decisions; and it would be 
impracticable to make them correet, where the aforesaid 
tribunals would of necessity be compelled to traverse the 
country to find books to sustain propositions or confute them, 
agreeably to the nature of cases as they might arise. 

This State is viewed by our sister States in the Union, 
with much circumspection and vigilance, and from the im- 
mense resources pouring in from other States, and even 
foreign countries, paltry would be the consideration of the 
sum demanded for the foregoing purchases, when we view 
with pleasure and gratification, the great benefits resulting 
therefrom. 

We see our State vieing with the first in the Union for 
her industry, ability, and energy, and but a few years are 
yet to arrive to place her among the first; and should not 
every means be afforded, the same as in our sister States, to 
develope that talent which eur State, as we believe, justly 
claims to possess. . 

The cost of a library would be but little, when the fore- 
going considerations were had upon the aforesaid subjects, 
and we who have a knowledge of the wants and necessity 
of the measure, inspires us, to urge the claimsso important. 
Qur State is sufficiently able to afford the means, and under 
this advisement we have acted, and beg leave to present the 


following bill.

To the Legislature: l 
Wuereas, By virtue of the constitutional power in 
me vested, I did on the 27th November, 1834, issue my pro- 
clamation, requiring the members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Legislature of this State, to con- 
vene at the town of Jackson, on the third Monday in Jan- 
uary, A. D. 1835: n 
AND, WHEREAS, In pursuance of said proclamation, a 
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quorum of the two Houses did convene on said day, of which 
the Executive was officially informed by each House: 

AND, WHEREAS, Since that day, to wit, on the 30th of 
January, A. D. 1835, this department was officially informed 
that the Senate had, on that day, passed a resolution to ap- 
point a committee, which reads as follows: 

€ Resolved, That ———————— be appointed a committee 
to wait on his Excellency the Governor, and inform him, that 
when the Senate assembled pursuant to the Executive con- 
vocation, on the I9th instant, it met also the House of Rep- 
resentatives, as then duly in session, under the same convo- 
cation: but'from a subsequent and unauthorized acquisition 
of their numbers, by the sole and separate act of the House, 
radically changing the existing apportionment of Senators 
and of Representatives, and producing an unconstitutional dis- 
proportion of their numbers to those assigned to this House, 
the Senate have determined, as a rule of government for its 
own action, that the body now in session, and assembled as 
the House of Representatives, is not, in verity, the House of 
Representatives recognized by the Constitution and laws of 
the land. And as a .consequence thereof, this House, in 
concert with that body now in session as the House of Rep- 
resentatives, cannot proceed in the discharge of Legislative 
duties. Wherefore, from considerations of necessity, arising 
from the absence of a House of Representatives, with whom 
to join in the usual manner of adjournment, this Senate will 
adjourn to-day, at four o'clock, P. M.”- '

AND, WHEREAS, From all these facts and circumstances, 
it is made manifest, that there is a disagreement between 
the two Houses, with respect to the time of adjournment, in 
which case, it is, by the Constitution, made the duty of the 
Governor, to adjourn them to such time as he may think 
proper, not beyond the day of the next stated meeting of 
the Legislature. 

ÅND, WHEREAS, In consequence of the action and decision 
of the Senate, it is not reasonably to be expected that that 
body will again proceed to Legislative business, which it is 
still my opinion, for reasons communicated in my late mes- 
sage to the two Houses, as well as for other reasons, the best 
interests of the people of the State, imperiously require: 

Turrerore, I, Hiram G. Runnels, Governor of the State 
of Mississippi, by virtue of the constitutional power, afore- 
said, in me vested, do adjourn the Senate and House of 
Representatives, until the first Monday in January, A. D. 
1836, and they accordingly stand adjourned.

On motion of Mr. Fulton,

Mr. Dunbar moved that this House do. now adjourn, sine 
die. 
Mr. Speaker rose, and addressed the House as follows: 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 


For the honor which you have conferred upon me, in so 
kindly expressing your approbation.of the manner in which 
I have presided over your deliberations, I tender you my 
heaity thanks; I cannot however express the utterance of 
those emotions of deep mortification and regret, which 
have been occasioned by our sudden dissolution; and before 
we had attained those beneficial results, which were so san- 
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guinely anticipated by ourselves and our fellow-cilizens 
from our convocation. We assembled, gentlemen under the 
most propitious auspices. When Į addressed yôu at the 
opening of this session, I flattered myself, that at its close, 
I should be enabled to congratulate you on the happy in- 
fluences which our legislation here, was about to extend to 
the permanent interests of the State. [D hoped to have been 
enabled to congratulate you on the additional monied facili- 
ties, to be afforded to our fellow-citizens by the incorpora- 
tion of the Union Bank, to be established at this place.— 
The organization of a number of new and flourishing 
counties in the territory recently acquired from the Chicka- 
saw Indians.— The rapid impetus, orderly arrangement and 
fiscal aid which we were expected to give to the erection of 
the State Capitol—the additional facilities of transpotation, 
and the various political and commercial advantages which 


would result from our hearty co-operation on those grand. 


designs of internal improvement, which have been project- 
ed by the public spirit and laudable enterprise of pur fel- 
low-citizens, in various sections of the State; and which 
await ligislative action alone, to spring into existence.— 
These sanguine anticipations have, however, for the present 
been blasted. An unhappy collision of opinion, in regard 
to our constitutional organization, with our brethren of a co- 
ordinate branch of the legislature, has for a moment arrest- 
ed their consummation. Cheerfully, efficiently, heartily, 
as they would have striven to outstrip us in the attainment 
of objects so anxiously desired by those whom we are proud 
to serve, they have felt themselves constrained to arrest, for 
, a period, the benefits which were anticipated from our legis- 
lative action. Greatly as this condition of things is to be 
deplored, we cannot but accord to them the expression of 
the high sense which we entertain of the urbanity of their 
deportment, their uprighiness of purpose, independence and 
fermness. Our differences of opinion have been honestly 
entertained, and freely, and candidly, and amicably dis- 
cussed; and though we have not been fortunate enough to 
agree in our construction of the organic law, which we have, 
on both sides been sworn to support—this circumstance is, 
doubtless a subject of deep regret to them, as well as to us. 
We grant cordialy to them, what we cliam for ourselves, 
purity of motive—an ardent desire to preserve, unimpaired 


the Constitution of the State, and a deep devotion to the - 


best interests of the country. Notwithstanding the delicate 
circumstances in which we have been unfortunately placed, 


every one of you, gentlemen, will surely respond to the wish’ 
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which I sincerely entertain, that as we met, so let us part. 
as friends and brothers. 

In regard exclusively to this House, I must return you my 
thanks for the facilities Ihave experienced in the discharge 
of duties, from the general disposition which you have uni- 
formly evinced, to preserve order and decorum. Under cir- 
cumstances peculiarly trying to some among you, and high- 
ly exciting to all, your conduct, at once patriotic, firm, dig- 
nified, and independent, entitles you to my grateful ac- 
knowledgements, and challenges the approbation of the 
country. Permit me, gentlemen, to tender you, separately | 
and collectively, my best wishes for your safe and speedy 
return to your friends and constituents, for your political 
usefulness, and individual happiness, health and prosperity. 

And then the House Adjourned sine die.
